VEREAS in the Tenth year of the Beign of his 4þa- 
jeſties Royal Father King Charles the firft of cver blefſep 
Qrmozy, there was an Act of Parliament made and paſſed in 
this Bingdom of Ircland ; Which Act tolloweth inthele wo2ds: 


An Ad for the better preſervation of fiſhing in the Counties of Dublin, Wicklow, Wexford, Water- 
ford, Cork. Kerry, Clare, Galway, Mayo, Sligo , awd all other Counties and places within the 
Kealm of Ircland, and ihe Dominions thereof adjoyning to the Sea coaſt, and for the relief of 
Balkors, Condors, and fiſhermen againſt malicious ſuits. 


HEREAS the Trade of fiſbing for Herrings,P1i'chards and Sean-fith within the counties 

ot Dublin, vicklow, Wexford, Waterford, Cork Kerry,Clare, Galway, Alayo, Sligo, and of 0- 
ther counties and places within the ſaid Rea'mof Ireland and the Dominions thereof, adjoyning tc 
the Sea-coalt, is ant] of late time hath been very great and profitable, as well to divers of the fiſher- 
men as other his Majeſties SubjeRs within this Realm of Jrelzd, and the Dominions thereof, And 
whercas ailo for the neceſlary uſe of the takeing of the ſaid Hertings, Pilchards, and other Scan- 
fiſh, divers perſons within the ſaid Counties cal'ed Balkors, Iinors, Condors, direQtors or Guidors at 
the fiſhing time, for the ſaid Herrings, Pilchards, and other Sean-fith within the Counties and pla- 
ces, time out ot mind have uſed to watch, and attend up« n the High Hills, and grounds near ads 
joyning to the Sea-coalts, within the ſaid countics and places, tor the diſcoyery, and giving notice to 
the fiſhermen, and inhabitants near adj :yning, when the laid Herrings, Pilchards, or ſcan-ftiſh cone 
towards or near the ſca-coaſts there z and for the guiding and direfting of the Fiſhermen in then 
boats upon the ſea-coaſts for the takeing of the ſaid Herrings, Pilchards and other ſcan filb. And 
whereas alſo now of late divers perſons having Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments near —_— 
ning to the ſea-coaſts within the ſaid counties, or other places where the ſaid fiſhing places to: the 
takeing of the ſaid Herrings,Pilchards and other ſean-fith are,have threatned to bring their Actions 
of Treſpaſs at the Common Law, or othe: ſuits as well in the high Courts of Record at T1b%r#, as 
in inferior Courts within the ſaid Counties,not onely againſt ſuch Baſgors, Huors, Condors, directors 
and guidors, but alſv againſt ſuch fiſhermen and other perlons, tor breakeing of their cloſe as w-_ 
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attended their ſeans, or Netts for the drawing, and carTying of the ſaid fiſh ou Land or thoare, by 
realon whereof ſuch watchmen, Balkors, Buors, Condors, direCtorsand guidurs, and ſuch other pe1- 
tons as heretofore have attended the ſaid ſeans and fithings, have forbotn to emer iuto, or goe upon 
the Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, near adjoyning to ſuch h{hing piaces within the [aid c: un- 
ties, and places for the watching or d.ſcovery of the ſaid Herrings, Filchards, and other ſcan-tiſh, 
0! to Balke, Hne, Cond, or direF, or to attend the feans or Netts, as heretofore they have done, 
and will lkewiſe ft rbcar the ſame hereafter, if proviſion be nur had and made, thatthey i: ay 
lawfully enter into and upon fuch Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments as do lye near or adjuy- 
ning to the ſaid ſea-coaſts and places of fiſhing as aforeſaid, fur their watching, balkeing, direCting 
and attending of the ſcans as 1s aforeſa'd, 

For Remedy where't , and for the maintenance «f the faid Trade of fiſhing, which doth fo 
greatly tend to the profit of inany of the Inhabitants within the faid cyuntics and others : Fe it 
theretore Enacted and declared. by our Sovereign Lord the King, the Lords Spiritual aud Tempo- 
ral, and the Commons in th's prefent Parliament afſembled , That it is, ſhall, and may be lawt il at 
all tunes hercatter to and for every ſuch Watchmen, Balkors, Huors, Condor, direCtors and guidors, 
and all ſuch fiſhermen and other perſons, as ſhall neceſtarily attend the ſaid ſeanes or nctts as afvre- 
ſaid, at the time of fiſhing tor Herrings, Pilchards and other ſeane-fiſh within the {aid Countics 
and places, where ſuch fiſh ſhall be hereafter -taken, to enter and go into, and upon any Lands, 
Tenements and Hereditaments, Which do lye or adjoyn near umtoany ſuch; hibing places, fit, con» 
vement and neceſſary to watch and balke in, or to draw orcarry the laid tilt on thoare. and there 
to watch for the ſaid fiſh, and to baike, Hue, Conde, direft and guide the ſaid filhermen, which 
ſhall be upcn the ſaid Sea and Sca cvalts, for the takeing of the (aid tith, and to d1aw and ca ry 
the ſaid filh on Land or ſhoare, any law, uſage, or Cuſtume to the contrary in any wiſe notwith- 
ſtanding. 

And be it further Enatted by the Authority afurcſaid, That if any Action of Treſpaſs, or 0- 
ther ſuit ſhall at any tine he: catrer happen to be attempted and brought againlt any peri. n«.rrer- 
ſons for entring or going 0nche Lands, for watching of the laid filh, ur for Baſking. Hucire, Cond. 
7ng, directing or guiding of the ſx d fiſhermen in their Boars upon Sea or Sca-coaſt, fur takeing of 
ene ſaic} fit, "of tor jand'ng O1 the {aid 11h as atoreſaid. by autho! Ity of this piectent Acr. t he Le- 
tendant, and Defendants in any ſuch Adticn or ſuit thall and may plead not guilty for anv thing 
doing,by virtne of this A't,and upon the Tryal of that jtlue,the whole matter to be given on buth 
parties 1n evidence, according to the very truth of the ſame 5 And atter fuch Hive Tryed tor the 
Defendant or Defendants, ©r Ne n ſuit of the Plantift or Plaintiffs after appearance, the fame De-« 
fendant or Detendants to 1 ec. ver his ori heir Damages, by reak n of his o: their wrongtul vexation 
in that behalf, with Coſts a;ſ{o in that bchalt ſu{rtincd, and that to be aſſeſſed by the fame Jury 
that ſhall Try the ſaid [f]ue, or el{e by writt to enquire oi Damages as the Cate thall require, for 
which Cuſts and Damages ſuch Defendant thall and may by viitue of this At take and fic forth 
ſuch Execution as the Defendant in a Replevin inay G:

that the ſaid Thomas Walker and his Company oz Partners, and all other fhermen may ft 
accozbing to the ſaid Act of Parliament without interruption o2 diſturbance ; whereof the 
Judge 02 Judges of the Admiralty, and all other his Majeſties Dfficers, and Yiniſters, any 
all orbers whom 1t may concern are to take notice. Anb We require rhe Sheriffs of rbe ſeve- 
ral Counties within this RingVoin to cauſe this Pzoclamarion to be publiſhed and P2oclauney 
- 4n, anb thzougbout all the (aid Counties, to the env that all perſons concerned may take notice 
thereof, and render obedience thereunto accozbingly.
